The 1964-65 school year has been a 
busy one for the Board of Education. Once 
each month it met to handle the many 
normal board functions such as policy 
making, approval of new personnel, ap- 
propriations of budgets and expenditures, 
and approval of new programs. One meet- 
ing each month was devoted to a study of 
a phase of the curriculum. Many extra 
meetings were called to take action on 
various stages of the building program 
and other problems. 

P.H. N.H.S. was opened January 25, 1965 
and additions were completed at Chippewa, 


Fort Gratiot, and Washington Intermediate 
Schools and at Harrison Elementary School. 
Construction was begun on Fort Gratiot 
and Sparlingville Elementary Schools and 
the Howard D. Crull Intermediate School. 
Planning for the new science and library 
addition to Port Huron Junior College and 
the Jefferson Elementary addition was 
carried forward. 

An important and difficult duty of this 
year was the selection of a superintendent. 
As Mr. Bradley’s successor, the Board 
selected Dr. Gerald S. DeGrow, current 
Assistant Superintendent of Instruction.

such varied topics as mental retardation, juvenile 
delinquency, racial problems, and recreation fac- 
ilities. Participating in Government Day were a 
total of 1,756 Seniors, 160 government officials 
and 35 discussion groups. The first Senior Govern- 
ment Day was held in the Woodrow Wilson Gym 
but, as the population grew, it was transferred to 
the McMorran Auditorium and later to the McMor- 
ran Sports Arena where it is now being held.

In Latin the students learn the structure 
of the language. Emphasis is placed or 
reading and translation. In the advancec 
courses considerable time is devoted tc 
Roman oratory, philosophy, and poetry. 
A course in beginning French is designee 
to help the student learn to understanc 
and use spoken and written French. This 
is accomplished through informal con- 
versation lessons, records, and written 
dictation. 

In Spanish classes a variety of con- 
versational patterns is developed and 
correct pronunciation is stressed.

Industrial Arts is a course 
which familiarizes the student 
with an industrial environment. 
In the mechanical drawing area, 
the student learns about funda- 
mental tools needed to make 
drawings, and he becomes ac- 
quainted with sketching and blue- 
print reading.
